THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The city is supplied with one oi 


the most active and beat eqaippec 
paid fire departments in the state. 
It was organized as a volunteer ser- 
vice in the summer of 1872, and re- 
organized as a distinct branch of the 
city service in 1881 It is now well 
and effectively managed, with W. J. 
Wayne chief of the department. 


Hose boose No. 1 is located on 


West Main street, near the old 
square. It is a brick building, two 
stories in height and amply large for 
all the paraphernalia incident to the 
use of this portion of the department. 
On entering the building the first 
object that engages attention is the 
beautiful brass mounted chemical 
wagon which coat the city $2,250,and 
weighs 5,3C3 pounds. It is construct- 
ed with two brass tanks or cylinders 
capable of holding eighty gallons 
each of chemical. This amonnt of 
solution is equal to six thousand 
four hundred gallons of water for 
fire extinguishing purposes. 
The 


material 
for 
manufacturing 
the 


chemical is kept in a receptacle upon 
the wagon, so that while one tank is 
discharging, tLe other is being pre- 
pared for use. 
Tims a constant How 


can be kept up for the extinguish- 
ment of fire. This wagon is also 
supplied with two hundred feet of 
hose and two fourteen-foot ladders. 
Three fireman are required upon the 
wsgon to handle it. 


The hose wagon 
weighs three 


thousand five hundred pounds and is 
capable of carrying twelve hundred 
feet of hosp. Four firemen are as- 
feigned to this wagon to man the hose, 
In the back part of the building the 
stalls ate situated, and above and in 
front of each stall is printed in large 
letters the names, respectively, of 
each horse, Bart, Jim, Frank and 
Kowdy. The former are bay and 
gray; the latter are i-oth grays. They 
are all of a large and powerful build 
and of tuore than ordinary horse in- 
telligence. Their training is com- 
plete for the part they have to per- 
form, and it would heem from their 
actions tbht they heaitily enjoy the 
excitement aud whirl attending the 
alarm of tire. Their stalls are situ- 
ated between thirty and forty feet 
from the rear of each wagon. At the 
moment the rcpe ib pulled, which 
sounds th? fire pong, the doord in 
frout of them fly open and the intel- 


the north terminus of Franklin, on 
Cerro Gordo street The former 
contains the hoie wagons and other 
belongings, and the latter the hook 
and ladder tracks, etc.

operated by five volant xa or minute 
men each, who are subject to attend 
the call of an alann of fire like the 
other firemen, but who are not kept 
on duty except in time of active ser- 
vice in subduing fire.

ment: William Young, foreman of 
the chemical wagon, Edward Gates, 
driver, and RichardDevore,pipeman.

alarms of tire, and is a factor- 
though without pay—that could not 
b« well dispensed with. He has been 
chief of the department 
for four 


years, and 
in ihat time not a 


building has been a total loss by fire, 
if within the reach of water supply. 
The following items of interest we

lean from his report~for the last 
seal year, ending April 30, 
1885: 


On hand and in good condition, one 
chamical engine, one hose wagor, 
two hose carts, three ladder trucks, 
and one hose cart in poor condition 
Also 3,500 feet of hose, mostly in 
good condition. Tbe total loss by 
fire during the year was S6.102, fully 
covered by insurance. 
The various 


causes of fire were, defective flues, 
five; defective stove pipes, four; over- 
boiling oil, one; heater, one; gas jet, 
one; careless employe, one; sparks, 
two; incendiary, one; caught from 
burning building, 
one; unknown 


three. Xo this he adds that the fare 
protection to the city has been great- 
ly increased by frequent additions oi 
water pipes and hydrants, there now 
being one hundred and eight hy- 
drants, nfty-seveo double and fifty- 
one single 'He further urges for the 
safety and security from fire of the 
rapidly growing city, that another 
fire house fully equipped should be 
placed in some other convenient por- 
tion of the corporation, 


A recent tire ordinance has been 


passed by the city council, which if 
adhered to and carried out free from 
all partisan feeling or motive, will 
undoubtedly aid the tire department 
for more useful and effective serviea. 
In this article we can only give a 
brief synoposis of its purport. It
